Tho first steamboat to reach Flor 
ence a* far as records show, arrived 
in 1821. 
From that time forward 
tfie development of water travel was 
rapid in that section. In 1828 a small 
vessel, the “Rocket" was commission­ 
ed to run regular between 
Florence 
and the mouth of the river, depósit- 
ing its cargo at Trinity where it was 
conveyed up and down the Mississippi* 
to Ohio and New Orleans. 


Instead of going through the South­ 
ern capitals the mail from Washing­ 
ton to New Orleans went through the 
Valley of Virginia and through Hunts­ 
ville until 1827. * From. Huntsville the 
route led through Tuscumbia

ton, or from its Berlin office at fia 
Parlaer Plat*. 
They will thereby avoid the situa­ 
tion that obtained with reference to 
the 1924 crop. 
Relying upon the 
advice of European brokers, the ap­ 
ple growers shipped large quantities 
of apples To Germany in September 
and October. 
These shipments arriv­ 
ed about the time that apples from 
Cxeehoslovakia, Austria, And France 
poured in, and German apples still 
further helped to glut the market. 
The result waa a loss to apple grow­ 
ers all around. 
This concentration of shipments in 
the late autumn has meant also that 
in March and April Germany will 
have practically no apples.

ropean varieties wont keep so long, 
it seems, and no provision has been 
made for American apples to be ship­ 
ped.

There are between 12,000 and 15,-

oata Mr. Stewart recommends that 
farmer* double disk the soil then 
plant oata at the rate of 1 1-2 bushels 
per acre, using a grain dri|l and ap­ 
plying either 200 or 300 pounds of add 
phosphate .

fertilize broadcast and disc them in- 
With the help of the Limestone 
county farip bureau and the business 
men of the county, Mr. Stewart has 
undertaken to make this practice uni­ 
versal on iespedeta land in Limestone 
county this year.

Anti-liquor Group 
'i 
Suifers Its Second 
Defeat In Holland 
Her Tears? 


(Associated Press) 
THE HAGUE—A hill proposing to 
combat the drink evil tin Holland by 
introducing local option was defeated 
in the upper house of the States Gen­ 
eral recently by 28 to 20 votes, after 
passing the lower house by 44 to 30 
votes. 


This is the second unsuccessful at­ 
tempt of a strong anti-Uquor group 
in parliament to restrict ti» drink 
traffic; the first, mads in 1921, suf­ 
fering a like fate by being adopted in 
the lower house by 89 to 29 votes and 
then being thrown out in the follow­ 
ing year by the upper house by 18 to 
17 votes. 
The latest vote was interesting in 
that it was not a part# vote, aa it so 
usual in Dutch legislation. Local op­ 
tion has been hotly debated recent­ 
ly both In and out of parliament. No 
fewer than 8,000 cubic bodies includ­ 
ing 
Christian 
workmen's unions, 
church councils, Y . X C , A ,'i and oth­ 
ers have petitioned the government in 
favor of it, and a public memorial in 
its support sefured 600,000 signatures. 
Various speakers in the cham ber 
gave details of personal observation 
of the effects of prohibition, both in 
the United States and in Finland. 
They said that in their opinion prohi­ 
bition had by ne means proved the 
success that had bean claimed for it, 
neither had crime decreased to the ex­ 
tent that had been represented aa tb* 
result of it. Prohibition, they argued 
only favored hypocrisy in addition to 
wholesale and flagrant 
evasion 
of 
the law.

Several Years Show 
Advancements

perímenta in hydro-electricity on the 
term durinf the pest few years have 
proven its value to farmers for the 
same purposes for which It is used 
by urbfh dwellers end experiments 
and investigations are now being di-1 
rected into exclusive rural and agri-1 
cultural fields, according to officials I 
of the extension service of Alabama I 
Polytechnic Institute. 
Experiments along these lines were I 
begun in Alabama early in 1924, It I 
wag said, the work being under ^he I 
direction of the Experiment Station I 
at Auburn and the Alabama Pewer I 
company in co-operation with the N a-1 
tional committee on the relation 
of I 
electricity 
to agriculture. The na- I 
tional committee is composed of the I 
American farm bureau, the United! 
States department of agriculture, the I 
U.S. department of the interior, the 1 
National Electric Light Association I 
the Power Farming Association , the I 
American Society of Agrcuttural En-1 
gineers an dthe State Agricultural I 
colleges. 
Alabama ia said to be the second I 
state to begin work in this connection 1 
the first project undertaken being in I 
Madison cotfnty near Huntsville, ac- j 
cording to officials 
of the agrfeul- 1 
tural school. 
The experiments con­ 
ducted in this territory included the 
use of hydro-el ectricitp for cooking 
sawing wood, pumping water, heating 
water and for running motors for 
shop work and fanning mills. Twenty 
customers were included in the experi­ 
ment of which nineteen were fanners. 
The second experiment was conduct­ 
ed in Garden City near Birmingham in 
Jefferson county. 
The 
electrical 
energy consumed in the * experiment 
showed an increase Of 112 per cent 
the second miShth over that used the 
first month while the average cost 
per kilowatt hour decreased from 
10.9 to 8.5 due to the increase in total 
consumption 
according to 
figures 
kept by the Experiment Station at 
Auburn. 
The work is electricity as applied to 
farm purposes which has been inaugu­ 
rated at Auburn will include both n£ 
search and investigational phojects, 
it ia said. As yet results are said not 
to be sufficiently definite to be re-. 
ported. 
The experiments are being 
conducted along IT number of Hiesl 
such as grinding feed, filling silos,; 
milking cows, operating a cream sep­ 
arator and for heating water to steri­ 
lize dairy utensils. Accurate récords 
of the cost are determined by the use 
of meters as well as other factors in 
connection with its uses. % 
In addition to the farm work on 
the outside a rural home has 
been 
electrified and experiments ara under 
way to determine the practicability of 
the use of hydro-electricity In wash­ 
ing dishes,'heating water and for re­ 
frigeration. 
The success of the experiment in 
refrigeration will open a large field 
for electricity for farmers in that it 
might be used in curing meats, it was 
pointed out, whereas farmers in most 
sections depend on the advent of cold 
weather for home meat curing. 


* There are many other uses for elec­ 
tricity on the fang which may prove 
feasible as a result of the experiments, 
including churning milk, for operating 
tool grinders, corn shelters, flipping 
machines, grinding stones, pea hull- 
ers, grist mills, 
incubators, spray 
pumps, brooders, egg candlers, ferti­ 
lize? feixers, fruit graders, limestone 
crushers, peangt pickers, ensilage cut­ 
ters, etc.
